General Lee's Gonerosity. 

Here’s an incident of Gen. Reb- 
ert E. Lee that has never been pub- 
lished Colonel Chapman, the 
special internal revenue officer, was 
Colonel of Mosby’s regiment. Fre- 
quently Mosby was off making pri- 
vate scoutings, accompanied by only 
afew trusty men, In such cases he 
left Colonel Chapman in command. 
Early in January, in 1865, the Colo- 
nel went to Petersburg te see Gen- 
eral Lee abont moving a part of 
Mosby’s command for the remainder 
of the winter down near Kinsale, on 
the Potomac River. While the Colo 
nel was taiking to General Lee they 
were interrupted by the arrival of a 
special courier. The day was very 
cold. There had been rain for sev- 
eral days. This day the raim had 
fallen in torrents. The war was 
drawing toaclose and rations and 
clothing were very scarce. The 
courier was wretchedly clad. He 
had no overcoat. His suit was very 
much worn and was soaking wet 
for he had ridden many miles that 
day in the drenching rain. General 
Lee drew a chair to the smal! wood 
fire and bade the man take a seat. 
When he had eencluded his errand 
and was thoroughly warmed he 
arose to go. Gen. Lee glanced at 
him almost furtively, as if he fek 
that the soldier was ashamed to 
have his poor attire observed. 

‘‘Are you returning at once to 
you General’s?”’ inquired General 


‘*Yes, sir,’’ was the response, “if 
my horse has finished feediny.”’ 

“It is still raining very bard,’’ 
said General Lee; ‘‘have you no 
rubber coat? ”’ 


“Oh, that don’t matter, General,”’ : 


was the evasive but brave answer. 
“Then,”’ says Colonel Chapman, 
‘General Lee remained silent a 
moment, walked to the wall where 
his rubber coat hung, took it down 
and gave it to the soldier, who pre- 
tested in vain against General Lee’s 
depriving himself. ‘‘I’ll tell you,’’ 
continued Colonel Chapman, ‘‘there 
were many generals in the army 
who would have risked their lives 
for their men, but Lee is the only 
one I saw part with a gum coat on a 
rainy day in dead winter, and that 
toa private who was not even im- 
mediately connected with Lee’s

preferred against Dr. Bishop as Su- 
porintendent of the Insane Asylum 
was resumed this morning at hall- 
past 9 o'clock, the full Board of 
Commissioners being present. The 
number of spectators present was 
large, asusual. 

Attorney Lindsay stated to the 
Board that one of the witnesses for 
the prosecution had arrived from 
California Saturday evening and 
asked permission to continue such 
evidence, which was granted. 

Mrs. Julia Blaisdell, being duly 
sworn, said: [ reside in Washoe 
county; I conduct a large ranch; 
koow of four or five patients from 
the Asylum working on Mrs, 
Thomas’ ranch during haying sea- 
son; Mrs, Thomas’ rauch is close to 
mine; there were also several of the 
verazy men workingon a ranch ino 
Spanish Springs Valley; the lady of 
the ranch was afraid of them; she 
asked me once to remain wit) her 
until her husband returned from 
town. 

John Cunningham, being duly 
sworn, said: Am employed iu this 
institution as an attendant; have 
worked here as such a little over 
three poor knew a French patient 
named Dave; after he whe dis- 
charged in November, 1Iss4, he 
went to Mra. Alt’e to work; he af- 
terwards came here to get shaved 
and get his washing; he generally 
came on Sundays; a week or two 
after Dave was discharged Dr, 


Bishop told me not to tell Dave 
that be was Jiecharged; [ have seen 


patients while in the yard; I saw 
the battery applied to # patient 
named Billy Bowen; he was stout 
and compactly built; he walked 
about at times so much that he 
made a path in the yard; the bat- 
tery was applied to bim all over; 
saw one of the poles of the battery 
applied once inside of his panta- 
loons; helped to do it; he would 
squirm and contract himself; he 
appeared to be in great pain; it re- 
quired great assistance and strength 
to hold bim at such times; never 
heard Dr. Bishop say why the bat- 
tery was applied to him; have seen 
the battery appliedto 10 or 12 pa- 
tients ata time; presume some of 
the patients are in abject terror of 
the battery; don’t remember of 
having heard the patients threat- 
ened witb the battery; think I have 
seen the battery applied inside of 
the pantaloons of otber patients; I 


Laughliu; Lapplied the battery in 
such instances by order of Dr. 
Bishop. 

Cross examination — Havs been 
employed at the Asylum as an at- 
tendant for over taurce vears; don’t 
know that Billy Bowen was ad- 
dicted to masturbation; don’t know 
why Dr. Bishop applied the battery 
to patients; I was never told why; 
I understood it was for curative 
purposes; I cannot say that the bat- 
tery resulted in any benefit, espec- 
ially in the case of Billy Bowen. 

Redirect — During cold weather 
I have beard it talked of among the 
attendants that steam was not kept 
up in the building; know of water- 
pipes in the building bursting dur- 
ing cold weather; I heard of the bat- 
tery applied to one Sands; be died 
some time afterwards; don’t know 
of any patients in my ward that 
suffered from cold; always tried to 
look after my patients; never com- 

lained to Dr. Bishop of their suf- 
ering from cold. 

Scott Lake, being duly sworn, 
said: I reside in Reno; now work 
with a surveying party on the Ne- 
vada and California railroad; ar- 
rived home saturday Meany was 
employed as an attendant in the 
Asylum for two years—from 1883 
to 1885; I quit of my own accord;

ten the doctor went to see him af- 
ter he recelved the blow; George 
was pot inmy ward; the doctor 
Visited my ward, as arule, without 
an attendant, 

Redirect—Don't know whether 
Dr. Bishop attended Ward © with- 
out an attendant or not; I refused 
once to let my patients go out to 
work because they had not gotten 
suffici-nt food; I told Patrick 
Bracken not to work the patients 
too hard because of their not getting 
enough proper food; I remember of 
the letter given to Mrs. Sessions by 
a patient; don’t remember what 
Dr. Bishop raid when he got the 
letter; my wards generally got for 
Dreakfast—three or four times a 
week—bread, butter, coffee and 
mush; sometimes they got fruit 
sauce instead of mush; there was 
always plenty of bread; at noon for 
dinner they got—say five days in 
the week —beef stew, and the other 
two days they got probably a roast;
